Group II, claim(s) 9-16, drawn to a process for the shut-down of a reactor in multiphase 
systems according to the Fischer-Tropsch technology. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The invention of 
Group I and II unrelated and have a different mode of the operation.
